—About two hundred roughs assembled
yvesterday in a deep ravine in Fairmount
Park to witness a prize-fight.

The Committee of Ways and Means, it is
thought, will strike out t{in legal feature from
the Internal Revenue bill.

—At a meeting held in Nashville on Satar-
day, Congressional interference in the affairs
of the State was protested against, on the
ground that the population are as quiet and
orderly ns the same number of people any-
where.
